OFFICER'S GRAPHIC ACCOUNT 


DISASTER 


Shanghai, December 17: A graphic description of the bomb- 
ing and machine-gunning of the U.S.S. Panay was given by 
Lieutenant Geist, who was wounded in the leg by shrapnel,’ as 
he limped off the U.S.S. Oahu when she tied up neneride ithe 
USS. Angusta at 4.50 this afternoon. ‘ 

Lt. Geist sajd that from fifteen to twenty bombs were drop- 3 
on’ the Panay shortly after lunch on December 12 from three 
heavy bombers and six Ught. bombers on two separate visits. 
The. first bomb pushed in the port side and wounded two men. 
Another hit the bridge whereon ,was Captain Hughes who was - 
thrown against the wheel ‘and had his leg broken.

We hid in tall reeds on the 
swampy shore’untll nightfall when 
we went tO Hohsien. under cover of 
darkness thinking {t was a miracle 
we were still alive,” " declared the 
officer. :
